It orig-in-ated in Han- 
cock's bipr grocery store and quickly 
jumped to Dennet's restaurant and 
the big- umbrella store of Hirscfti Eros. 
A'll the buildings are six stories Jiig-h 
ond .toon nothing* except the 
ivalls 


were left. The -cloak storo of Blum 
Bros., adjoining Hirsch's, vent next. 
The flame.s were then communicated 
-to fho oig-ht-story building of Dunk- 
lap Bros., fancy printers, and ate 
ins 


•way through the btg store. The roof 
and tower of John Wanamaker's store 
caught fire next. Then the 
firemen 


turned their .attention to saving 
the 


biggest dry goods house in America. 
The weather was bitter cold, render- 
ing- the work of. the firemen difficult. 
A general alarm was sent in, but as 
there were several amall fires in osher 
part's of the city the 
fie. department 


could not be gotten together. Wana- 
maker's fire brig-ado, under his per- 
sonal direction, 
however, 
rendered 


efficient 
service in saving 
the big 


store, in which were over 4,000. people 
all employed. The 
lire 
there 
was 


confined to Market ' street and did 
comparatively little damage. In 
the 


meanwhile Che firemen were 
having 


their hands full confining the flames 
to the block in whi-ch it 
originated. 


After about thirty buildings were de- 
stroyed the fire was brought 
under 


control. The estimated 
loss is near- 


ly $3,000,000.

AEROPLANE ASCENSION SOLVED

NEW YOBK, Jan. S3.—Lieut. Hugh 


D. Wise, of the Ninth infantry, United 
States of America, stationed on Gov- 
^lor's Island, has just made the first 
kite ascension 
ever successfully at- 


tempted in America. . For six months 
the lieutenant, entirely on * his own 
responsibility, has been studying and 
experimenting with kites as a means 
of assisting armies in warfare. A tan- 
dem system of speedily 
constructed 


kites is intended to supplant the use 
of balloons, which 
cannot 
live in 


gales. The lieutenant's kites are cel- 
lular. 
They consist of rectangular 


frames of spruce. Cotton string and 
cotton cloth in strips arc 
stretched 


around the ends o"f the frames leav- 
ing- both 
ends 
of 
the rectang-ular 


frame work open, also an open strip 
in the centre. Thus four lifting sur- 
faces and four guiding- surfaces arc 
presented to the wind. 
When the 


breeze freshed 10 a 15 mile an hour 
gale, the lieutenant was safely hoisted 
42 feet,--so he coi-.Id cover the tops of 
tho officers quarters and look down 
the bay. The force represented by 
the pulling of four kites ia estimated 
at 400 pounds. "I have studied the 
system of Prof. Langley, of Smithson- 
ian institute, Marvin of the weather 
bureau and Civil Engineer Chanut of 
Chicago, who are making special ex- 
periments in aerial locomotion with 
aeroplanes," 
said 
Lieut. Wise, "and 


the success of my experiment demon- 
strates that Kites'are serviceable in a 
gale, which -.vould tear a balloon to 
pieces. Were it desired I could ob- 
serve the surrounding country and in- 
spsct the maneuvers of the enemy. I 
attribute my success to the close fol- 
lowing of the methods of those who 
studied the subject rather than my 
own effort."

TALL BUILDINGS OBJECTED TO. 


Export Inv«»t!|:»t!o* gho-wi The} Are 


>"ot Sunltary. 


A skyscraper is commonly supposed 


to be dangerous only in case ol fire 
or if struck by lightning,, or a siray 
tornado, or an earthquake, says the 
'New York World. The actual loss of 
life from these violent causes is in 
fact very trifling-. But a great danger 
lurks in these 'lofty structures which 
renders the mortality among their 
tenants greater than for any other 
class of buildings. 
Investigations 


made recently by Charles F. Wingate, 
the New York sanitary export, proved 
that many of the skyscrapers are ver- 
itable death-traps. It has been found 
that as the height of these buildings 
increases there is a growing- tendency 
tor top stories to draw up all forms 
of disease germs from the interior and 
surrounding 
neighborhood. 
The 


problem of dealing: with 'this danger- 
ous condition has been almost entire- 
ly neglected up to the present time. 


The poisonous air which carries dis- 


ease infections is lighter than the nor- 
mal atmosphere, and therefore has a 
tendency to rise. 
In the towering 


office buildings and hotels of the sky- 
scraping variety there is always an 
immense accumulation of ''spoiled 
air." 
And in 
ninny 
buildings this 


peril is increased by The fact that a 
great variety of trades and occupa- 
tions are carried 
on, 
very closely 


crowded together. The population of 
a single building is 
frequently as 


large as thnt of a good-sized town. 
The form of these lofty structures 
tends to greatly intensify the poison- 
ous character of this vitiated air. 


An up-to-date sky-scraper acts as a 


gigantic cupping glass, which sucks 
in all impurities. It requires very lit- 
tle knowledge of hydrostatics to un- 
derstand just why this is so. 
These 


attenuated structures are made up of 
hundreds 
of 
hermetically 
sealed 


rooms constantly heated to a temper- 
ature high above the surrounding at- 
mosphere. In the center of these and 
completely surrounded by them is a 
long, open shaft, running from cel- 
lar to roof. 
Un-c'.er these conditions 


the staircases, elevator or light shafts 
become 
powerful flues, which suck 


in impurities from every side. 
One 


of the most serious dangers is that 
this cuppinff tube draws up with conj 


siderable force every impurity which 
ma}- be in the ground beneath. 


Many 
"New York sky-scrapers, as 


every one knows, 
are 
built upon 


marshy ground. Attempts are made 
to "{rent" this ground and to shut 
out infection by cementing the cellar. 
Mr. \Ving-ate has found, after careful 
investigation, 
that 
ground 
which 


would be perfectly healthful under a 
three-story building becomes an ac- 
tual menace to life when found under 
a sky-scraper. The cupping or suck- 
ing force of one 
of 
these elevator 


shafts cannot fail sooner or later to 
draw out every impurity which may 
be hidden there. 


The most perfect plumbing 
does 


not seem to giia;-il tigainst this dan- 
ger. 
It may be readily understood 


that in a hot oftiee on, say, the twen- 
tieth floor of a building, in which n 
washstand is connected by nn open 
pipe with the server a couple of hun- 
dred feet below, the dangerous- fumes 
will be drawn up to that level with 
irresisi'.able force. 
This simple dis- 


covcrv reverses the popular concep- 
tion of the healthfulness 
of 
these 


buildings. People who tnke the up- 
per offices to get good air are in real- 
ity placing themselves in a much more I 
dangerous position than they would I 
be in malarious districts. Thore have 
been scores of cases of malaria re- 
ported recently to Mr. Whig-ate which, 
on investigation, have been found to 
have been incurred in this way.

"The last, survivor in Custer's rally,

We have a 
right to kill ourselves or our relatives 
i:-. such n case to prevent outr.-ge. In 
cases of sickness, incurable and bur- 
rlenson-.o. where the sufferer longs for 
death, ami the friends and relatives 
consent. I should advocate that 3 phy- 
sician with the consent of the state, 
be allowed to kill the patient under 
the supervision of a magistrate and 
other trustees or witnesses.

ICE CAVERNS STUDIED. 


Tlieorlos a«-to How tic Ico I» Formed In 


These Underground Rcrriceratora. 


Edwin S. Balch addrossod the meeting 


of tho Academy of Natural Sciences on 
"Ice Oaves and the Causes of Subterranean 
Ice." Ho desoribed tho difference between 
ioo oavef, ioo gorges and wind caves. Wind 
holos, or cold air current caves, ha said, 
suokod in cold air dutin? the winter and 
blow it out during tlio summer. 
Thoy 


Woro not necessarily connected with any 
lea deposit, while ico gorges retained tha 
ica made during tho winter lato into cho 
Bummor and sometimes through tho sum- 
mer by ronson of their location protecting 
them from tiia effects of tho heated air; 
but ico caves have a roof, and in his travels 
in search of Information, which had boon 
extended through Hungary, 
Germany, 


Trance, Switzerland and part of America, 
as well as from tlio rather scant literature 
of the subject, ho found that tho mouth 
•was always located on tbe slopo of a cliff, 
at tbo baso of a cliff, or It was a largo pit 
into which the ico cavo opened. 
Thoir 


sizo, be said, varied from several hundred 
feet iu length to qnito smnll holos. 


Tho ice differs much from that of the 


glaciers, containing no crevasses and hav- 
ing rounded ?dgcs. 
Tho caves aro fes- 


tooned with ico staiactitosandstalagmitos, 
somo of thoso being from 8 to 11 motors 
in length, sometimes hollow. Ico walla 
of considerable length and height also ap- 
pear in somo, und subterranean snow has 
been reported r.s occurring. 


The natives of all ico cavo localities, he 


said, maintain that they tiro colder in | 
summer than in winter, which bad led | 
many olKorvors into orror, the natives per-1 
baps'being led astray by the fact that in 
summer they aro much colder than tbo 
outside atmosphere, while in winter thoy 
aro somewhat warmer. 


Many hypotheses, he said, had boon ad- 


vanced to account for these caves, ono of 
which was that thoy wore the remains of 
the glacial period; but this bad been com- 
pletely disproved, as many of them have 
been oniiroly cleared of ico, but It always 
ruformed again tho following winter. 'An- 
othor was that tho CAVB rock, nearly always 
limo rock, contained salt, which was de- 
composed with tho summer boat and car- 
ried into tlio cave by tho percolating wa- 
ter; still another, that evaporation nnd 
expansion had something to do with it, 
und again that pressure was tho responsi- 
ble causa. Ho thought, however, that tho 
correct explanation was, as it seemed to 
accord bess wish the known facts, that, as 
tha mouth of thoso cnvos is always a con- 
siderable distance above tho Coor, tho cold, 
heavy winter air entering tha oavos would 
sink to tho bottom, congealing the water 
thero and dint which percolated through 
during external thaws. 
In summer the

A man of business expresses himself 


as follows in the columns of The Now 
England Homestead: It is certainly 
worth while to make a good deal of an 
effort to squuro up such accounts. If tie 
settlement shows that yon owe a bal- 
ance, pay it, if possible, in cash or trade, 
especially if you can get a disnount off 
for so doing. If it appears that tha other 
man owes you, it in equally important 
to square up the matter, and if you havo 
doubts about his nbility to pay yon had 
better sacrifice something now to fir it 
np than run the risk of a bigger loss 
later. The least that can bo done is to 
have a perfect understanding of the ac- 
count. Even if tbe balance ia not set- 
tled both parties then 'know eiactly 
bow much it is.. This done, you are in 
shape to take an inventory. 


First, I make a full list of everything 


on the farm—different lota of land, the 
buildings, the animals, all tools, ma- 
chines, vehicles, etc., and amonnt of 
each crop, feed, manure, fertilizer,wood, 
lumber or other stuff on hand that.is 
used on the farm. This list includes 
everything, from the raost important 
and costly down to that of least conse- 
quence. 
To see that nothing is missed 


have a grand clearing up about build- 
ings and farm. 
Yon may find lots of 


littlo things that havo been lost Then 
each article must bo closely inspected to 
judge its value, and this leads to many 
repairs that would be neglected other- 
•wiso, trat that can bo easily made dur- 
ing \vinter at small expense. The list 
mast include any and all other proper- 
ty; also debts owing to yon, notes or 
cash on hand, etc. 
The valuation to be 


applied is what each article is worth in 
tbe business of the farm. No use de- 
ceiving yourself by putting tbe value of 
an article too high or too low. 
You 


want to get it as near right as possible. 


The total of all these items of what 


you cwii makes np your assets. The to- 
tal of what you ows constitutes your li- 
abilities. 
If the latter exceed the for- 


luar, you are by eo much liin a hole," 
tf^your assets exceed yonr liabilities, 
von are that much ahead, unless yon. 
inve deceived yourself by putting too 
high a value on your inventory.

if von don't keep a book account during 
•hi" year your inventory, if compared 
vith {lie one taken a year ago, will show 
•hother yon nave gained or lost during 
10 year. 
It will show how the list of 


mv-' stock, crops, etc., compares now 
i:b then. Ic will give you lots of point* 
'lout making the most of success and 
ulnre. It will be an eye opener to any 
ii-rjcr, however good or poor it maybe.

J\nt Trees For tlio Central W««t. 


The improved 
Spanish 
chestnut, 


known under the name of Paragon, 
would do well.

It is usually 
grafted on the common chestnut, about 
4 or 5 feet above the ground, bnt as it out- 
grows the latter it is liablo to break .off 
at the point of union, so it is better to 
graft nt the snrface. Then, in transplant- 
ing, tbo point of union can be set, say 
two inches under the surface, as in the 
case of a dwarf pear tree. 


Tho English walnut would do well 


in central Indiana. It is a nice tree, and 
the fruit or nut—for sale in the grocer- 
ieg.—is superior to that of both tho 
black and tho white walnnt. The hard 
shelled almond is as hardy as a peach 
tree, which it ninch resembles, and ou 
which it can be budded.—Kational 
Farmer.
